HAPPY STREET CAR MEN. 


Increase of Pay on the Broadway Line—Situ- 

ation on Cass Averue. 

The eighty drivers and conductors of the 
Broadway Street Car Line are decidedly jubi- 
lant to-day, and are the best pleased street 
car men in the city. This morning Capt. 
Charles Ischer, the business manager of the 
road, announced to his men that an advance 
m pay and a correspondiug reduction 


in the hours of work had been decided on by 
the company and would at once go into effect. 
The increase means $2 oer day for the drivers 
and $2.25 e conductors. 
The prior to this re- 
ceived $1.65 per day or 20 cents per 
trip. They now get 33 cents per trip. 
The conductors have previously receive

A Collector Sustained. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 1.—The Treasury 
Department has sustained the action of the 
Collector of Customs at Corpus Christi, Tex., 
in assessing duty at the rate of 10 cents per 


pound on certain wool imported at Laredo and 
classified as wool, class 1, costing un- 
der 30 cents per pound. The im- 
porter appealed from the decision 
and claimed that the wool in question is car- 

et wool or wool of the third class, valued at 
ess than 12 cents per ſpound and dutiable at 
the rate of 24 cents per pound. An examina- 
tion of the wool showed it to be composed of 
avery poor quality of Mexican wool mixed 
with first-class merino wool. The proportion of 
merino wool being 24 per cent, and that while 
the presence of wool of the first-class renders 
the importation liable to the duty assessed, it 
is believed to be unjust to assess that rate on 
such poor material. The department decides 
thatthe wool in its present mixed gcondition 
is liable to duty atthe rate assessed, but au- 
thorizes the Collector to have importations of 
this character sorted for purposes of correct 
classification and to assess duty on the re- 
spective quufitities of wool of the several 
classes, which course may be followed in the 
present case, provided the merchandise re- 
mains in the custody of the Collector.

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RADICAL CHANGES. 


The Six Months’ Work of the Illinois Revenue 
Commission. 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., March 1.—The Revenue 
Commission of Illinois, after a session of nearly 
six months, filed its report to-day in the shape 
of a bill to be proposed at the next General 
Assembly. Butfew changes are made in the 
assessment and taxation of real and 
personal property. All crops grown 
upon land on which the taxes have been 
paid are exempt while in possession of the 
producer. In the method of assessing, Town- 


ship Assessors are abolished and the work 
given toa county officer, who will hold his 
Office for four years, and is made ineligible 
for re-election in order to remove temptation 
to favoritism. Land is to be platted in small 
assessing districts, as now done in this city, 
and four assessments made on the face of 
these plats are in the ordinary As- 
sessors’s books, so that an owner 
can see at a glance the value placed 
upon his own and his neighbor’s land. 
The taxes from public corporations are to be 
paid directly intothe State Treasury and are 
expected to fully meet all State expenses. 
The effect of the bill, therefore, if made a law, 
would be the divorce ofthe State from all lo- 
caland municipal taxation for merely State 

urposes, It abolishes the present State 

oard of Equalization which, it is alleged, has 
corruptly exempted about $30,000,000 of rail- 
road property from taxes. 

QUASI PUBLIC CORPORATIONS, 
such as bridge, ferry, stockyard, turnpike, 
street railroad companies, etc., are to be 
assessed in the 2 where their principal 
offices are located and upon the valuation of 
their franchise. Said valuation is found by 
adding to the actual value of the stock the in- 
debtedness other than that incurred for run- 
ning expenses. The amountof this resultin 
excess of value of the tangible property is to 
be considered the taxable value ofthe fran- 
chise. Every company is required to deliver to 
the County Assessor a statement of the capital 
stock, numder of shares, amount pai in, 
dividends for one and five years, assessments, 
earnings, tangible property, ete. Appropri- 
ate penalties are fixed for the failure * make 
such statements and to pay taxes assessed. 
RAILROADS 

are assessed an amount not to exceed 5 per 
cent of their gross earnings, upon which the 
assessments are based. The property of the 
company used in the prosecution of its busi- 
ness is made exempt from other taxation. Kv- 
ery railway corporation doing business in the 
State is required to maintain an office where 
its books shall be open to inspection by the 
proper officers. 
A failure to pay in the taxso fixed is pun- 
ishable by a fine of 1 per cent per month 
after the time due; and all suits 
brought to recover such taxes or fines are 
made to take precedent on the dockets of the 


courts.

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“ANOTHER MONOPOLY. 


The Cotton Oil Trust Company and Its 
Local Stockholders. 

The Cotton Oil Trust Company is & corpora- 
tion organized for the purpose of handling and 
controling the cotton-seed product of 
the country. It is a new organization, 
but promises to be, if it already is not 
powerful, as its methods, purposes and in- 
fluences are known to resemble the method, 
purposes and influences of that monster 
monopoly the Standard Oil Company 
which handles and controls the 
petroleum product of the country. 
A morning paper says that the Standard Com- 
pany has absorbed the cotton - oil industry and 
that it has done so by organizing the Trust 
Company. Whattruth there is in this asser- 
tion remains to be seen. There is 
local interest, in more than one sense 
in the existence of the Cotton Oil Trust Com- 
pany, as a very large share of its stock is held 
by local capitalists. The cotton-seed oil busi- 
ness is of comparatively recent origin. There 
are miils in almost all the States and 


their number is growing. Aboutayearago a 
number of the most prominent oil millers were 
invited to come to New York. The object of 
the meeting was not stated. J. E. Lewis of 
Cincinnati was at the head of the movement. 
He stated that the cotton-seed oil business 
was growing out of all profitable pro- 
portions, and suggested the usual 
remedy of forming a pool. The 
most important milis were represented 
and consented to the arrangement. The re- 
maining and smaller mills were to be ap- 
proached, bought out and run to the interests 
of the corporation. If they refused to sell, 
they were to be frozen out, and as 
an actual fact the price of oil has 2 
since the formation of the pool from to 
about 24c or 25c. The methods of conducting 
the affairs of the pool were to 
resemble those of any other similar 
concern of importance, andsome of the men 
who consented to go into the arrangement 
were interested and are still interested in the 
Standard Oil Company. . 

The existence of the Cotton Trust Company 
was made no secret of. Their certificates were 
put on the market to be bought and 
sold. Their value has varied. When a 
mill was bought out by the pool & of its 
certificates were given for $1 of the value of 
the business. This left the market value of 
the certificates at about 35 cents.

READY FOR A ROW. 
THE M’CORMICK REAPER WORKS RESUME 
OPERATIONS THIS MORNING. 


Crowds of Strikers Assemble at the Works 
and Intimidate the Men Returning to 
Work-—The Police on Hand in Force—An- 
archists Bounced from a Labor Meeting. 


Cxu10aG0, March 1.—The McCormick Reaper- 
works resumed operations this morning, 150 
men reporting for duty. Great crowds were 
in the vicinity ofthe works early inthe morn- 
ing, and to their presence.is ascribed the fact 
that a larger number did not apply for work, 
through fear of intimidation. A large force of 
police were on hand to preserve order, and 
arrested three or four men who were noisy 
and aggressive. The locked out men are to 
hold a mass meeting this morning near the 


works. * 
When the great bell sounded at the works, 


not to exceed 150 men had entered the yards. 
Lar humbers of workmen had appeared 
carrying their dinner pails, but were taken in 
charge J the strikers and a great many were 
prevailed upon to remain outside. Great 
crowds of strikers lined Blue Island avenue, 
facing the works, with the evident intention 
of intimidating any men expecting to go to 
work, and finally the police ordered them 
back. They were slow move at first, but 
when the order to disperse came asecond time 
and the officers advanced, they turned and ran 
across the prairies, scattering in all directions. 
The dispersion of the crowd restored confi- 
dence to the minds of the wavering ones, who 
had been prevented from entering at first, and 
they started hurriedly for the works. In five 
minutes there were, according to Mr. Moor- 
mick’s counting, 350 men at work in the va- 
rious departments. Superintendent Averill 
said a number ofthe men had refrained from 
returning, owing to having received threaten- 
ing notes last night. By to-morrow he ex- 

ected the works would be in full operation. 

r. McCormick opened the yards in person 
and declared he would not shut down now if 
he had but a dozen men to do the work. 

RING-LEADERS ARRESTED. 

After the first dispersal of the men they be- 
gan assembling again in little groups in the 
neighboring streets. When requested to 
move on’’ they refused, and about twenty 
of them were put into a patrol wagon and 
taken to the Hinman Street Station. Sixty 
men had gathered in front of 1067 Blue Island 
avenue. None were very beligerent except 
Stanifoff Gendor, who is described as a ring- 
leader. He got upon a doorstep and shouted 
in Polish: ‘‘Nowis the time to act! Every 
man on his pistol and let us live or die for the 
cause.’’ Officer Marks was standing by. He 
is. familiar with the Polish language 
and when he heard the incendiary outburst,he 

abbed Gendor and took him to the station. 

hen searched there a 48-calibre revolver was 
found in Gendor’s possession. Most of the 
others had pistols. The men who were ar- 
rested were taken tothe Hinman Station and 
trom there to the West Twelfth Street Station, 
where they were arraigned before Justice In- 
gersoll, onthe charge of carrying concealed 
weapons. No defense was made in any of the 
cases, and the prisoners were fined $ each. 

The reaper works are distant from the Court- 
house five miles, but the police headquarters 
are kept fully advised of the situation. Chief 
of Police Ebersold was seen this morning and 
said: ‘‘Although not apprehensive of any 
serious trouble, still lam prepared for the re- 
ceipt of the very worst of news from the 
McOormick quarters. I sincerely hope there 
will be no disturbance, and from reports re- 
ceived I am constrained to believe the day 
will pass quietly by without an outbreak or 
disturbance of any nature. I have 
an adequate force on the ground 
for immediate necessities, and I have arranged 
matters so that within an hour from the time 
an alarm is given, I can swarm the McCormick 
premises with policemen. ‘In time of peace, 
prepare for war,’ you know.’’ 

MANY ARRESTS. 

At 10 o’clock about 500 of the locked-out men 
formed a procession headed bya brass band 
and started for Workingmen’s Hall, corner of 
Twelfth and Waller streets, to attend the 
meeting there. Up to 10 o’clock thirty-three 
arrests had been made in all bythe police. All 
these were made by officers in citizen’s clothes 
who were mingling with the crowd. The 
— number of those taken in charge were 
booked for carrying concealed weapons, 
revolvers having been found on them. The 
remaider were charged with violating section 
253 of the Criminal Code, which refers to riot- 
ous assemblages. 


Anarchists Bounced. 

MILWAUKEE, WIS., March 1.—The labor 
meeting conducted by the Tanners and Cur- 
riers’ Unioninthis city last evening, nearly 
terminated inarow. When Robert Schilling, 
the labor agitator and Knights of Labor or- 
ganizer, was asked to speak, he consented to 
do so upon the condition that the followers of 
the red flag should be allowed no voice. He 
had no sooner concluded his address, how- 
ever, than a local leader of the anarchists 
sought to take the platform and speak tothe 
men, who packed the hall to its 
entire capacity. A scene of tumult 
ensued. The few Socialists insisted 


that the man should be heard, while the 
greater number present were equally as ve- 
hement of tneir cries of ‘‘Throw them out. 
To add to the confusion hundreds engaged in 
the discussion at the same time, shouting at 
the top of their voices, and several of the 
more outspoken Socialists were picked up 
bodily and hustied tothe openair. Securing 
quiet for an instant, the presiding officer de- 
clared the meeting adjourned,and called upon 
the tanners to retire. Representative Knights 
of Labor are supported by all the members of 
the order in the sentiment that anarchists are 
not wanted among them, and they are deter- 
mined that at future meetings the anarchists 
shall not be tolerated.

A NEW TAX SCHEME. . | 

The Illinois Revenue Commission, after 
an exhaustive investigation of the subject. 
has reported a scheme for raising State 
revenue which is expected to do away 
with the levy of State taxes on real estate 
or personal property, leaving the same to 
be assessed and taxed for local purposes 
only. In elaborating this new scheme the 
Commission has had the benefit of Penn- 
sylvania and New Jersey experiments in 
the same direction, and also of the practi- 
cal operation of the percentage of 
earnings paid by the Illinois Central 
Railroad to the State under its charter in 
lieu of other taxes. 

The idea is to make quasi-public cor- 
poyations engaged in serving the public, 
such as railway, express, telegraph, tele- 
phone, turnpike, ferry, water or gas com- 
panies, and allsuch concerns, the collect- 
ors and payers of an amount of revenue 
sufficient for State purposes. The theory 
is that the taxes properly adjusted and 
levied upon these corporations will be 80 
provided for in their charges to their 
patrons that thé burden will be equitably 
distributed and insensibly diffused 
throughout the State, and therefore be 
much more easily and cheaply collected 
than direct taxes. It is taxation upon 
the line of least resistance and in 
a form which, its advocates contend, is 
sure to work its way to a proper equaliza- 
tion of the pressure through ‘‘the various 
secretions of the State.’’ It cannot be 
made to operate much more unequally 
than the old system of assessing real and 
personal property for direct taxation, and 
all efforts to bring the experiment into 
good working order will be watched with 
interest. 

So far as it has been tried in Pennsyl- 
vania it has, we believe, given general 
satisfaction. In New Jersey the Su- 
preme Court has declared it in conflict 
with certain provisions of the State Con- 
stitution, and an appeal from this decis- 
ion is now pending in the Court of Errors 
and Appeals. The largest railroad inter- 
est in New Jersey, the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company, having tested the thing 
in its own State, was not among those op- 
posing it in New Jersey. But other rail- 
roads that had been practically exempt 
from taxation resisted it. Asa matter of 
public policy some contend that the new 
system will lead to the imposition of ex- 
cessive tolls tending to a diversion of com- 
merce to freer avenues of trade in other 
States. But, of course, that is merely a 
danger to be guarded against, and which 
is not necessarily more imminent in this 
than in other systems of local taxation.

THE revelations of election frauds in St, 
Louis have shown a low condition of po- 
litical morality in the Democratic ranks, 
but it would be a mistake to conclude that 
the Republicans were any better. On the 
contrary,the apathy, indifference and dis- 
honesty of the Republicans are largely re- 
sponsible for the rascality which tainted 
the last election. The frauds are chiefly 
Democratic frauds, because the control 
of the election machinery was wholly in 
the hands of the Democracy. Butit must 
not be forgotten that soreheaded Repub- 
licans worked as hard to defeat their 
own party as any Democrats did. Some 
of these Republicans are now 
enjoying the sweets of office un- 
der a Democratic administration, some 
of these are suspected of having partaken 
of the preliminary boodle, and the work of 
bogus Republicans in some of the tainted 
precincts will probably be shown up. Such 
a party is heavily handicapped in any 
contest, but there is a magnificent oppor- 
tunity just now for the Republican party 
of St. Louis to redeem itself and to take a 
course which will give strength and value 
to those political sentiments which repre- 
sent one-half of the citizenship of St.

His rank in the Senate was established from 
the day he took his seat, and was never low- 
ered during the period of his service. He was 
an admirably disciplined debater, was fair in 
his method of statement, logical in his argu- 
ment, honest in his conclusions. He had no 
tricks in discussion, no catch phrases to secure 
attention, but was always direct and manly. 
His mind was not preoccupied and engrossed 
with political contest or with affairs of state. 
He had natural and cultivated tastes outside 
of those fields. He was a discriminating reader, 
and enjoyed not only serious books but in- 
clined also to the light indulgence of romance 
and poetry. He was especially fond of the 
best french writers. He loved Moliere and 
Racine, and could quote with rare enjoyment 
the humorous scenes depicted by Balzac. He 
took pleasure in the drama and was devoted 
to music. In Washington he could usually be 
found in the best seat of the theater when a 
good play was to be presented or an opera was 
to be given. These tastes illustrate the genial 
side of his nature, and were a fitting comple- 
ment to the stronger and sterner elements of 
the man. His retirement from the Senate was 
a sérious loss to his party—a loss indeed to the 
body. He left behind him pleasant memories 
aud carried with him the respect of all with 
whom he had been associated during his 
his twelve years of honorable service. 


The President’s Mistake.

The caseis in a nutshell. The President’s 
absolute power to suspend an officer ‘‘in his 
discretion’’ during the recess of the Senate is 
not questioned.

The issue, therefore, is not as to the Prasi- 
dent’s right to make any suspension he 
pleases; not as to his obligation to give the 
Senate any regsons for or explanation of his 
official action, but as to the right of the Senate 
to public papers on file in a Government do- 
partment. ;

Have they 
not made a great mistake by resolving to stick 
to secret sessions?

MURDER WILL OUT. 


GRAHAM, THE BIGAMIST, CONFESSES THAT 
HE KILLED SARAH GRAHAM. 


Story of the Horrible Butchery and-Burial 
~An Exciting Interview Between the 


Wronged Wife and Her Husband— A Terr? | 


ble Accusation Culminating in Murder 
Graham's Desire to Bave the Innocent. 


SPRINGFIELD, March 1. Mrs. Emma Molloy, 
a temperance lecturess, and Oora Lee, the sec 
ond wite of George Graham, were arrested in 
connection with the murder of Graham's frst 
wife. There are threats of lynching Graham. 
He made a confession last night that he alone 
was responsible for the murder. It is as fol- 
lows: 

GRAHAM’S CONFESSION. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., March 1.--To the Hon. 


W. F. Geiger, Judge Greene, Cireult ‘Court, 


and John A. Patterson, Esq., Prosecuting At- 
torney Circuit Court: GENTLEMEN—In order 
to save innocent people from the suffering 
entailed upon them by my account and to cur- 
tail the length and expense of the inquest 
pending over the body of Sarah Graham, I 
come to you, gentlemen, as the highest judi- 
cial authority of the county and make a full, 
complete and exact recital of all the facts inthe 
case. For myself 1 have neither apologies nor 
excuses to offer. In behalf of Mrs. Emma 
Molloy and Mrs. Cora E. Graham I wish to 
state most decidedly and emphatically that 
they are entirely and completely innocent, 
both morally and legally, of any knowledge of 
or complicity in the death of Sarah Gra- 
bam. Neither of them had the most remote 
idea that any crime had been committed. 
Both of them have always acted with the 


utmost honesty and good faith. I am in- 


fo rmed that both ot them have turned against 


me and are the loudest in their denunciations, 
but I shall allow nothing to prevent my doing 
them full justice. It will be necessary in 
order to give you a clear history of this case to 
trace events back to the spring of 1885. At 
that time the — — with which I was con- 
nected in Washington, Kan., became finan- 
cially embarrassed and it became impossible 
to conduct it. Mrs. Sarah Graham and myself 
had never lived together as happily as we 
should, and perhaps might have done, if each 
had been 
FORBEARING WITH THE OTHER. 

At this juncture we — agreed that she 
should go to Fort Wayne, Ind., withthe chil- 
dren and live, while I would remain in Kan- 
gas and get what I could out of the paper and 
support her as far as I was able. She came 
East, and about April 11 also went to Fort 
Wayne, but was only there two days, during 
which time I 8 with my step- mother, 
not living with Sarah Graham at all. From 
Fort Wayne I went down into Ford County, 
Kansas, for the purpose of locating a claim. 
Not being suited there I returned to Fort 
Wayne and remained about ten days, in 
stopping with my step-rhother, though calling 
several times at Mrs. Sarah Graham's to see 
my children. I then came to Springfield, Mo., 
reaching here June I. gum. before coming 80 
Spri eld I passed afew days in Conco " 
Kan * trom that point wrote to both Mrs. 
Molloy and Miss Lee that I had 

NEVER BEEN REMARRIED 
to Sarah Graham since the divorce in 1873. 
This was untrue, but both Mrs. Molloy and 
Miss Lee placed implicit confidence in me and 
believed it. In their minds, therefore, no 
impediment existed to my marriage with Miss 
Lee, which ceremony occurred on July 16, 


Some time in August I received a letter from 
Sarah Graham, advising me that she knew of 
my marriage to Cora Lee and proposing to 
make things warm for me. I wrote to her 
denying the marriage. She replied, enclos- 
ing a published notice of the marriage, 
and insisted that I send her money or she 
would expose me, but reiterating her state- 
ment that she would never live with me again. 

I SENT HER MONEY 
at different times until about September 20, 
when I proposed to her that I wouid pay her a 
suminalump and assume the full care and 
expense of the children. She brought the 
children to me at St. Louison_the evening of 
Monday, September 28, 1885. We remained in 
St. Louis until the morning of Wednesday, 
September 30. Lendeavored to persuade her 
either to return to Fort Wayne or go to her 
uncle’s, in South St. Louis, and at one time 
she was so far persuaded that she removed all 
the children’s clothing from her trunk and 
placed it in a valise, which the oldest boy and 
myself went up town to purchase. She 
changed her mind half a dozen times dur- 
ing the stay in St. Louis, and at the very last 
protested she would go with me. I was pow- 
erless to stop her, and she embarked on the 
same train with myself and the children. Ex- 
postulation and entreaty were of no avail. 
She came clear through to Springfield with 
us. Ihad arranged with Mrs. Fay before 1 
left for St. Louis to save aroom for the chil- 
dren at her restaurant. I did not at that time 
have Sarah Graham with me. I dared not 
leave her in the depot, and so I went back 
and asked her 
WHAT SHB PROPOSED TO Do. 

She replied that she was going wherever I 
went. Itold her she would have a good time 
if she followed mo, as I was going to 
walk five miles across the country. She 
said she guessed she could stand it if 1 
did, evidently not believing I intended to walk. 
We came over to South Springtleld andI took 
her to a restaurant for supper. I went over to 
the grocery store of W. I. Banks on Walnut 
street. We talked quite a while about the St. 
Louis Exposition andI then returned to the 
restaurant and talked quite a while to Sarah, 
urging her not to ruin me, but to return to St. 
Louis or go up to Kansas City, where I would 
send her money to live upon. She refused to 
listen to anything, but followed me out of the 
restaurant. I walked with her down to the 
Gulf Depot, and again tried to induce her to go 
up to Kansas City. Icould do nothi with 
her, andi started to walk out to the Molloy 
farm. Ithoughtshe would surely never at- 
tempt to walk the five miles that night, but 
she followed right after me. I left the Gult 
Depot about 8:30 or 9 o’ clock p. m., and walked 
the entire distance tothe farm. It was prob- 
ably 1:80 a. m., Thursday, October 1, when 
the farm pasture gate was reached.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


Mysterious Disappearance of a Rejected 
Suitor—The Legal Sequel. 
Depositions of several detectives and various 
other witnesses to establish a mysterious dis- 
appearance were taken this morning by Mo- 
Entite & Loevy at their office, in the case of 
Simeon Whitely of Racine, Wis., administra- 
tor of Joseph 8. Whitely, against the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society of the United States. 
The administrator has sued on séveral policies 


of insurance taken out by J. S. Whitely in 1874, 
which the company refuses to pay because it 
claims that he is not dead. 

The case is an interesting and sad one. Jo- 
seph 8. Whitely was a very successful and 
popeias traveling salesman in 1874 for a Racine 

ouse, and was desperately in love with a 
wealthy lady of Racine. She did not return 
his affection, and, after her refusal to marry 
him, he became despondent. Throwing aside 
business for a time he determined to take a 
trip, hoping that a change of surroundings 
would be beneficial. He got $75 from J. Miller 
& Co., his employers, in three checks, two for 
$30 each and one for $15. Leaving Racine he 
went to Chicago and then came here, stopping 
at a boarding-place on Main and Christy ave- 
nue,in all probability because of his limited 
means. He registered, and as he was a 
stranger in the house told the night clerk he 
would give bim as security for his bill either 
his watch oracheck for $0. The clerk took 
the check and aid. no at- 
tention to him. hile Whitely was 
at supper the next day, seated in a corner of 
the dining-room, the day clerk of the hotel 
went to him and taking him the check de- 
manded his watch as security. Whitely re- 
fused indignantly to give up his watch, and 
told the clerk of the arrangement he had made 
with the night clerk, but tne clerk saying that 
did not make any difference to him, caught 
Whitely and ejected him from the house. 

THAT was the last time he was seen or heard 
of by those who knew him. His uncle, a 
wealthy and influential citizen of Racine, 
soon became alarmed and coming here, ran- 
sacked the city with several detectives unsuc- 
cessfully. Their theory is that he wan- 
dered down to the Levee and was mur- 
dered for his watch and the mon- 
ey that might be found on dim. 
After waiting for ten years his uncle took out 
letters of administration and demanded pay- 
ment of the insurance policies, which the com- 
panies refused, claiming that Whitely was 
still living.

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A BUREAU OF NEPOTISM. 


How a Republican Superintendent Runs the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 1.—A great many 
complaints have been cropping out against 
the management of various bureaus in the 
Navy Yard in this city. A few days ago serious 
charges were made to prove that the Ordnance 
Bureau was run bya church clique, in which 
Democratic employes were treated as polit- 
ical sinners; that Democrats were constantly 
being dropped from the pay-rolls, while the 
Republicans were kept at work. The Bureau 
of Steam Engineering is now held up 


as a bureau of nepotism. For over twenty 
years George Wilson has been its Superintend- 
ent. He combines a private brokerage and 
real estate speculation business with his office. 
In support of this charge there are many ex: 
employes who are willing to come to the front 
to Wave their evidence. 
ere is one complaint: Previous to October, 
1884, Samuel Barbour was employed as 4 ma- 
chinistin the Bureau of Steam Engineering. 
One day, George Smithson, Wilson’s chief as- 
sistant, told Barbour that if he rented one of 
Wilson’s houses his wages would be increased, 
and that he would have steady work as long as 
he remained. Barbour hired the house from 
Wilson, and after a few months Wilson wanted 
him to buy itontime. Barbour refused, and 
was ordered to vacate the premises. The new 
occupant was one William Bennett, appointed 
by Uson as a foreman over the boiler 
makers. Bennet was a stranger, and it is said 
was given the place without any examination 
as to qualifications. Bennett bought the 
house, giving Wilson his notes. He 
ay $100 every month out of his sala 
Uson, in order to help Bennett aloh, 
EMPLOYED BENNETT'S SON, 
a mere youth, to do chores around the yard, 
paying him a man’s salary. Barbour was 
made to sufferfor refusing to buy Wilson’s 
house. He wastold his position among the 
first-class mechanics would have to be re- 
duced and he soon found himself on the roll 
of second-class mechanics with lesser pay. 
This is only one of the alleged instances of 
persecution resorted to by the Wilson nepo- 
tism. The Wilson family seem to have a mo- 
nopoly in the Bureau of Steam Engineering 
and in the Navy Yard.

Washington Edelin, son-in law of the old 
man; Richard Edelin, also a son-in-law, both 
employed in the bureau; Seymour Dibble, 
brother-in-law to Mrs. George R. Wilson and 
tenant of the old man Watson; James Gor- 
don, nephew, and lastly James Wilson, 
brother of the head of the family, all of 
whom are now drawing pay under Superin- 
tendent George R. Wilson. It is charged that 
unskilled workmen are employed in the bu- 
reau. A propeller hub, cast at great 
expense for the Alliance, proved to be de- 
fective and had to be laid aside. It is also 
hatred that a number of hydraulic cylinders, 
un carriages, had to be abandoned and 
emned because they could not stand the 
test. The statement is also made that when 
the force of mechanics is reduced, Democrats 
are selected to go.

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A FATHER’S CRIME. 


JOHN HOWELLS’ MURDER OF HIS THREE 
CHILDREN AT STARRUCCA, A. 


Howells Refuses to Speak of the Crime— | 
Eating His Beard—The Killing of Michael 
Riley by His Friend, James McCabe—The 
Murderers to Be Tried To-Day. 


HONESDALE, PA., March 1.—Court meetsjhere 
to-day for its quarterly two weeks’ session. The 
entire session will be taken up in hearing two 
important murder cases, One is the trial of 
Jobn Howells of Starrucca, who murdered his 
three children in October last, and made an 
attempt to kill himself. The other is the trial 
of James H. McCabe of Preston township, 
who was indicted last week for the murder of 
his neighbor, Michael Riley, in December last. 
Howells is an Engiishman, 46 years of age. He 
lived with his wife and four children at Star- 
rucca, near the Susquehanna County line. 
He was widely known as a prosperous, intelli- 
gent and respected citizen. In October his 
wife and oldest child went to Susquehanna on 
a visit, leaving the three other children in his 
care. On the day of the murder Howells was 
in Starrucca village, transacting business. 
Some hours after he returned home and a 
neighbor heard four pistol shots fired in 
Howells’ house, the reports following each 
other at short intervals. The neighbors ran 
to Howells’ and,finding the doors of the house 
locked, broke one of them in. He discovered 

THE THREE CHILDREN LYING DEAD 
on the floor. Each one had been shot in the 
righttemple. Howells himself lay bleeding 
in one corner, but was still alive. The alarm 
was given and Howells was restored to con- 
sciousness and it was found that he was not 
fatally hart, the ball having ploughed along 
his scull without penetrating it. After he re- 
covered he confessed to killing his children 
and said that he had first given them poison. 
Fearing that they would suffer greatly before 
death, he shot them all dead. Howells was 
locked in the Honesdale Jail. Since then he 
has remained silent. He had a long flowing 
beard that he has pulled out by the roots, 
hair by hair, eating the greater 


partofit. He paces his cell constantly, al- 

ways in shirt sleeves, withthe sleeves roiled 

up. The defense in his case will be insanity. 
THE. RILEY MURDER. 

On New Year's morning Abner McCabe was 
n along the road between James Tul- 
ey’s farm and the Riley homestead in Preston 
Township, the two places * mite apart. 
When within 100 yards of the Riley place, he 
discovered the dead body of aman lying in 
the snow atthe roadside. The face was cov- 
ered with blood, and the snow was blood- 
stained. The ody was Michael Riley’s. 
Michael Riley was a prominent * farmer 
who lived with his wife and child and aged 
mother on the Riley place. He was not known 
to have anenemy. McCabe at once alarmed 
the neighbors. Justice of the Peace Under- 
wood held an inquest. There was a gaping 
wound made with some sharp weapon on one 
side of Riley’s head. The other side was also 
smashed. His abdomen had been beaten black 
and blue. He had received also a heavy blow 
on the neck. The last time he had been seen 
alive was on the night of Wednesday, Decem- 
oer 30. James Tully,a prominent farmer, 
testified that Riley had left his house at that 
time to go home, having spent the evening at 
Tully’s. On Wednesday it was proved that 
Riley had $1500n his person. There was but 

His house was 
searched, and only a few dollars were found. 
Riley’s wife, child and mother were away from 
home atthe time, spending the holidays.

He had a wife and five chil- 
dren and lived near Riley’s. The two men 
had grown up together, and in spite of Mo- 
Cabe’s failing ad always been 
friends. When old Michael Riley 
heard that, he remembered that 
McCabe had not been seen at the inquest, 
and that on that day Riley, on going home 
from the inquest, about Io lock in the after- 
noon, he (Riley) had met McCabe on the road 
near the latter’s house,and that he had turned 
away and hung his bead and passed on when 
Riley stopped to —— with him. Then the 
fact that Tully, McCabe’s father-in-law, had 
not said anything at the inquest about 
McCabe’s leaving his house with Riley was 
another suspicious circumstance. McCabe 
was arrested the following Monday. He was 
under the influence of liquor and had in his 
possession $100 in bills—more money 
than he had been known to ve 
in years. He had a hearing 
before the police. The landlord of the tavern 
at Brownsville, two miles from the scene of 
the murder, testified that about 11 o’clock on 
the night of December 3, James Meoabe 
entered his place. He had not been there for 
a long time as he owed a bill there and could 
get no more to drink at the tavern. He took 
out a large roll of bills, paid his account, and 
said he had sold some cattle and got the money 
fot them. McOabe remained Brownsville

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT TO HAVE TWO 
MORE ASSISTANT CHIEFS.

Interesting Statistics on the Subject of 
Local Water Consumption—The Jailer’s 
Report—Municipal Gossip. 


James M. Sullivan of the House of Delegates 
will introduce a bill at the meeting of the 
House to-morrow evening providing for the 
increase of the the number of assistant 
chiefs in the Fire Department by two. 
The bill says that the two new assistants shall 
have had at least three years’ experience in 
the department and that for theirservices they 
shall receive an annual salary of $1,800. ‘‘I’m 
going to introduce this bill,’’ said Mr. Sulli- 
van, ‘‘because I think that the department 
really needs it. At present we have here but 
five assistant chiefs, whereas every 
other city in the country thay 


amounts to anything has six and seven and 
some of them even more than that. I’ve been 
studying up this business a great deal and any 
man that wants to watch how fires are 
handled and see the vacant spots where two 
firet-class men, or more even, could come in 
right handy, can see that I’m right about it.’’ 
The bill is in the shape of an amendatory ordi. 
nance, reguiating the duties of the members 
of the Fire Department. 


More Money. 

The Committee on Ways and Means of the 
Council met this afternoon to make a few in- 
quiries into the nature of the bill providing 
for 514. 000 additional appropriation 
for the uses of the Police Departments. 
The bill itself lacks those little specifications 
to which the Committee on Ways and Means 
are accustomed, and to ascertain these as far 
as possible, Vice-President of the Police Board 
James and Secretary Tate were 
notified toappear before the committee. The 
object of having these gentlemen present dur- 
ng the consideration of the Dill, 
it is said, was to enable the com- 
mittee to see clearly all the needs 
of the department besides gaining some in- 
formation very pertinent to the bill the pas- 
sage of which will be dependent thereon. The 
session of the committee is executive, its 
members desiring to maintain the same se- 
crecy which is advocated in nearly all the 
transactions of the Police Board itself.

VISCOUNT HINTON. 


THE RECENT EXPLOIT OF THE CLAIMANT 
TO THE EARLDOM OF POULETT. 


— 


Capt. Poulett’s Marriage to Beautiful Eliza- 
beth Newman in Defiance of His Aristo- 
cratic Relations—The Devoted Young Wife 
Finally Cast Aside—The Viscount’s Prank 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEw Tonk, March 1.—Viscount Hinton, who 
was recently committed for trial in England on 
a charge of obtaining goods by fraud, as re- 
lated yesterday in the cable dispatches, has a 
strange and romantic history. On June 2, 
1849, Oapt. Poulett, nephew and heir pre- 
sumptive of the Earl of Poulett, was married 
at Portsea, Eng., to a beautiful young girl 
named Elizabeth Newman. Capt. Poulett at 
that time was looked on as one of the promis- 
ing aristocrats of his day; he was good look- 
ing, wealthy and a favorite in society. At 
Portsea he fell in love with Elizabeth, a young 
girl of stainless reputation and respectable, 
though not aristocratic parentage, the at- 
tachment eventually resulting in mar- 
riage, as stated. Naturally, young Poulett’s 
proud relatives did not look with favor upon 
this mingling of the blue blood of the ancient 
Pouletts with that of the comparatively plebe- 
ian Newmans, and he was given the cold 
shoulder by all. But the Captain was etub- 
bornly indifferent, happy in the possession of 
a good and beautiful wife, and allowed sol- 
ety’’ to talk and frown until the matter was 
forgotten. The young couple lived a life of 
joyous contentment together, unaristocratic 
Elizabeth Newman proving thata good wife 
can make a home happy, even if Norman 
blood did not course in her veins. Eventually 
ason was bornto them and was christened 
William Tournon Thomas Poulett, the aristo- 
cratic relatives still frowning upon the 
little family, and Captain Poulett, or 
Viscount Hinton, as he was then better 
known, lived away from the stately halls of 
the Pouletts. Butit was written that a change 
would come over the young wife’s dream of 
happiness, and as time wore on Viscount Hin- 
ton's affection for his pretty helpmate began 
to cool, and pleading his uncle’s displeasure 
and their future prospects at stake, he begged 
her to agree to aseparation, and after many 
painful scenes, tears and entreaties, during 
which Elizabeth’s heart was gradually break- 
ing, the separation was agreed upon and the 
discarded countess retired to pine downward 
to the grave, receiving a small annuity to sup- 
porther. Afterthe separation the countess 
took lodgings at the house of a 


Mr. Stapleford on Brougham Terrace, London, 
remaining there until the day of her death, 
August 9, 1871, her son being then 22 years old. 
Before her death, Viscount Hinton, who had 
succeeded his uncle to the title and estates 
June 20, 1864, was entreated by his broken- 
hearted wife to take their child and allow him 
to hold the rank whieh was his by all sacred 
and legal rights, but the Earl of Poulett was 
NOT THE ‘‘CAPT. POULETT’’ 
who had loved her well enough to brave the 
scorn of the world of society in which he 
moved. Thus her appeals were treated 
with lofty neglect and the grave closed 
over oor, deserted Elizabeth, Countess 
of Poulett, wife of the sixth Earl of Poulett. 
Her son, who had received a good education 
at Church House Coliege, Merton, Surrey, did 
not inherit the meek spirit of his mother. He 
became wild and restless, spent his money in 
frivolity, and finally became a clown at the 
Surrey Theater and elsewhere, being known 
as ‘‘Mr. Cosman.’’ In December, 1869, he 
married Miss Lidia Ann Shippey, a ballet- 
dancer, and of this marriage has now two 
children, William Henry George Poulett 
and Amy Kate Rose Poulett, 
the former being the probable heir to 
the Eurldom of Poulett. But it is 
now rumored that other claimants to 
the title of Viscount Hinton havea — rte on 
the scene to dispute the identity of Elizabeth’s 
wild son. The Earl of Poulett, Elizabeth 
Newman’s husband, is said to have had a mis- 
tress whom ne married after the death of his 
wife,and by whom he had a son, the result be- 
ing that ‘‘aristocratic England is likely to be 
treated to a long and wearisome trial, for 
Elizabeth’s son is determined to assert his 
rights to the title and estates of the Earl of 
Poulett. One of the important witnesses in 
the case is now reported to be living in Mont 
real, the Mr. Stapleford un whose 
Countess Hinton 
after separation from her 
Viscount Hinton’s latest escapade, as p 
lished in yesterday’s WORLD, is decidedly 
amusing. As the story goes, to revenge him- 
self upon his father, he tooka circus to the 
earl’s country seat, Hinton St. George, Crew- 
kerne, Somersetsnire, and placarded the 
count with advertisements of ‘‘Viscount 
Hinton’s Unrivaled Show,’’ thereby disgust- 
ing the proud earl and making hima laugh- 
ing stock. However, the earl has recently 
had his turn at the willow, for the young vis- 
count was lately arrested for obtaining goods 
under false pretenses. Some say 
that it is merely a question ot 
being unable to pay, but the earl 
refuged to settle the claims and the viscount 
has Kr and will eventually be tried 
for fraud, and according to Burke, the earl, 
September 20, 1871, married Emma Sophia 
Johnson, who died September 16, 1876. he 
Poulett family is a branch of the family of 
Poulett, Marquises of Winchester, who derive 
their surname from the lordship of Paulett in 
Somersetshire, whereof its progenitor, Her- 
cules, Lord of Tournon, in caidy, became 
proprietor on settling in England inthe reign 
of Henry J.

THE PACIFIC RAILROADS. 


| A Powerful Lobby Strenuously Fighting Ad- 


verse Legislation by Congress. 

By Telegraph to the Post-D1SPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 1.—The Pacific 
Railroads have a very formidable combination 
at Washington at present to influence legisla- 
tion in their interest. The Oentral Pacific has 
alarge representation upon the floor of the 
Senate. Its President, Mr. Stanford, is a Sen- 
ator from California. The twoOregon Sena- 
tors and, in fact, all the Pacific coast Senators 
are supposed to be friendly to these great rail- 
road interests. There are a number of propo- 
sitions pending before Congress which will di- 
rectly effect these railroads. Congress- 
man Anderson of Kansas has _intro- 
duced two important bills which are 
now being considered by the House 


Committee on Pacific Railroads. Mr. Ander- 
son’s bills are for two I oses—one to pre- 
vent the sale of certain cific Rallrokds be- 
fore their indebtedness tothe United States 
shail have been paid with interest. A bill in- 
troduced by him on January 7 directs that the 
Attorney-General shall, immediately upon 
the passage of the act, cause proceedings to 
be brought to have this indebtedness satisfied 
through the appointment of a receiver. His 
— bill is to strengthen the means and 
appliances for enforcing the Thurman act 
which was passed for the purpose of compell- 
ing the Pacific Railroads to meet their obliga- 
tions to the Government. C. P. Hunt- 
ington is the directing spirit here 
of the lobby which is seekin to 
defeat adverse legislation to the acific 
railroads. His direct agent here is Mr. Sher- 
ritt, who looks after the affairs of the Pacific 
men before Congress. in the past Mr. 
Huntington and his agents have confined their 
attention to the Senate, appearing not to care 
what the House did. Now they are fearful 
that some measure will pass the House by 
such a vote as will force the Senate to pass it 
also. They are working about the House for 
the purpose of defeating Anderson’s bills, and 
to secure the adobtion of some of the numer- 
ous measures similar to the Hoar extension 
bill, These bilis agree in the main. 
They provide that the present in- 
debtedness of the Pacific railroads 
shall be funded on _ sixty-year bonds, 
and thatthe principal and interest shall be 
paid off annually, so that at the end of the 
sixtieth year the entire debt wili be paid. The 
Pacific railroads have never complied with 
their obligations and there is no reason why 
there should be any.new legislation in their 
interests. Ithas been brought outin a recent 
correspondence sent by the Secretary of the 
nterior to Congress, in answer to a resolu- 
on ofthe House, that the Central Pacific 
Railroad was leased to the Southern Pacific 
UNDER VERY PECULIAR TERMS. 
Acopy of this agreement, made between the 
two companies, is given in the correspond- 
ence. The agreement has never before been 
made public. The Southern Pacific Railroad 
leases the Central Pacific for a rental, in gold, 
of $1,200,000 a year. The contract is very 
voluminons and is full of complicated details, 
but the point is that the Southern Pacific ob- 
tains control of the Central Pacific and the 
latter partially escapes responsibility. The 
government will find this lease another ob- 
stacle in the way of getting at the Central Pa- 
cific and forcing it to to stand up to its obliga- 
tions. It is understood that this lease was 
made for the purpose of further pro ng the 
Central Pacific against any adverse legislation, 
although it is specially stipulated that in the 
case of adverse legislation the Central Pacific 
will — the Southern Pacific Company. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad Company also 
assumes the obligations imposed upon the 
Central Pacific under the Thurman act. This 
transfer of obligation was evidently made 
without the consent of the Government. It is 
a question whether such contract should be 
— ag to stand. The Southern Pacific and 
entral Pacific for a longtime have been 
practically united, but the fact of the lease of 
the Central Pacific, while it may have been 
known in limited railroad circles, has never 
been fully understood wf the public. The 
Central Pacific and Southern Pacific having 
formed — alliance, work through 
their ents here for each other. In the 
House Mr. Henley introduced last December a 
bill to forfeit alllands granted the Southeru 
Pacific Railroad Company along the lines of 
road which were unoccupied upon July 4, 
1878. This will result in large loss to the 
road. It is therefore fighting that bill. It 
failed last year to hold the Texas Pacific Rail- 
road grant, which it claimed under an as- 
signment. This year it hopes to be more suc- 
cessful. The railroad lobby was never so 
strong and so energetic as it is now. The 
fact that the lease of the Central Pacific 
has not been commented on at all in Con- 
gress thus far shows how active the agents 
are in heading off anything against them. The 
House Pacific Railroad Committee has closed 
all hearings upon the subject of the bills pend- 
ing, and will probably make a report in the 
next two or three weeks. It is understood 
thatthe committee will favor the refunding 
bill; How much the knowledge of the peculiar 
leasing of the Central Pacific Road to the 
Southern Pacific may affect the situation, can- 
not at present be determined.

Dr. Verdi’s Denial—Senor Moreno on the 
Infamous Italian Slave Trafiic. 

By Telegraph to the Posr-DISrATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 1.—Senor Mo- 
reno’s story of the infamous Ttalian slave 
traffic in this country has brought out a denial 
from Dr. Verdiof this city, whom Senor Mo- 
reno accused of being one of the padroni. In 
an afternoon paper Dr. Verdi is quoted as 
saying: 

„1 never knew a so-called padrone, and 
never knew of the existence of any Italian 
slavery here in the United States. I 
never imported or helped to import Ital- 
fan pauper labor; never kept captive 
or helped to keep captive Italian laborers for 
any purpose whatever. I have never been 
engaged in any business except the practice of 
my profession. 

When shown this denial and told of other 
denials of his accusation, Senor Moreno 
laughed: Go to the jails,’’ he said, ‘‘and ask 
the men there for whatthey are imprisoned. 
Every one of them is innocent. Of course 
these people will deny, but Dr. Verdi will not 
deny that he went to Mr. Lydecker,. one 
of the District Commissioners, two years 
ago and made him an offer of cheap contract 


labor for work on the reservoir, nor that aman 
in NewYork wrote to the Commissioner, re- 
ferring to Dr. Verdi and offering cheap 
contract labor, from 1,000 to 10,000 
men on short notice. Who could get 
together 10,000 American laborers tor 
work of that kind in so short a time? 
Where do you Americans think these people 
come from, that you see on the street every 
day pieking up chips and rags? They do not 
come to this country of their own will. ey 
would gladly go back, it they could. Rebel, 
how can they? They know nothingof this 
land and of this people. They are taught to 
shun the American people that 
they meet. The are taught that 
this is a land of injustice; that the 
American people think no more of hanging a 
man than of hanging achicken. They are told 
that the padrone is a sort of grand marshal 
who has power from the Pope, from the Kin 
of Italy and from the President of the Unite 
States. If they do not doas he tells them they 
must feel the whip—yes, strong men and 
women—and they are told if they rebel they 
will be thrown into prison for life or be hung. 
The padrone is a great man in their eyes. 0 
comès to them in Italy, with a big diamond on 
his finger, gold pins and chains. He tells 
them he picked all these up

that they, too, can find them there. It is an 
Eden to them. As soon as they land at Castle 
Garden, though, they are hurried into Mul- 
berry street and thrown into tenement houses, 
sometimes as many as ina room. Then 
they are sent out to beg, to steal, to work on 
the railroads. They never get any money for 
their work. It is all paid tothe padrone. I 
saw one Catholic priest, continued the senor, 
at Morrisiana, in New York, shoveling dirt 
on the railroad. He had one loaf of bread in 
the morning, with a cup of thin coffee,and one 
loaf of bread in tne evening, and he slept in a 
shanty. I asked him how he camethere. He 
said the — had come to him in Italy and 
promised he should be made a bishop ofa 
diocese of Italians, Spaniards and Frenchmen. 
Through him he persuaded others to come to 
this country. en they came here they were 
putto work on the railroads. I asked him 
why he submitted. He said jf he did not he 
thought he would be killed. I laughed at him. 
I told him I thought a priest would know bet- 
ter than that. The Italian consuls are used to 
protect these padrones. They e them a 
certificate that the children they send out to 
— are their children. Then the law is satis- 
ned.“
